school board approves 
Power Sessions, trimesters

Grayling High School students 
who need an extra boost with 
their studies will get some extra 
help during after school sessions. 

The school is implementing an 
after school study program called 
Power Sessions for students who 
are struggling with their school 
work, falling behind or consider- 
ing dropping out of school. 

The Crawford AuSable School 
Board, at its regular meeting last 
week, agreed to hire Barb 
Hunter, a high school Spanish 
teacher, Terri Lasby, the school’s 
business technology instructor, 
and Matt Book, a social studies 
teacher, to oversee the Power 
Sessions program. 

The Power Sessions will 
teplace a summer program the 
school did last year called the 
The Amazing Race, which was 
planned to give incoming fresh- 
man a jump start on the school 
year as they brushed up on their 
reading, writing and math skills. 

A total of 55 students were 
encouraged to take part in the 
Amazing Race program, but just 
five students took advantage of 
the extra classes that were 
offered for two weeks just prior 
to the start of the school year, 
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said Joe Powers, the Crawford 
AuSable School District superin- 
tendent. 

“We do believe that we did 
make a difference with the stu- 
dents who choose to attend, but 
we do not believe we effected 
enough kids the way we wanted 
to so we're going to try the 
Power Sessions which will last 
through the school year,” Powers 
said. 

The classes are being funded 
through federal school readiness 
funding from the Michigan 
Department of Education. 

In other action, the school 
board approved the final policy 
reading which will change the 


high school from operating on a_ 


semester schedule to a trimester 
calender. 

Starting next fall, students will 
be enrolled in five classes that 
will meet on a daily basis. The 
classes would run for two 12- 
week periods, instead of the cur- 
rent 18-week semester. 

Powers said the change in the 
school schedule is being prompt- 
ed by the state’s mandated cur- 
riculum that students must learn, 

“A lot of planning will be hap- 
pening now to kickoff the new 
schedule in the fall,’ Powers 
said,

Stewart is the owner of John-

‘trict’s athletic and other educa- 


tional programs, and said he 
would fike to help address 
financial issues and other mat- 
ters that come before the school 
board. 

“My kids have all graduated, 
and now this is just another way 
to stay involved within the dis- 
trict,” Stewart said. 

A millage proposal that will 
ask voters to renew the 18 mills 
levied on non-homestead prop- 
erties will also be on the May 8 
school election ballot. 


Under proposal A, the school 
funding proposition passed in 
1994, school districts must seek 
approval from local voters to 
levy the tax. Non-homestead 
(axes are collected on business- 
cs and second homes such as 
cabins and vacation homes. 

The tax makes up about $5 
million of the district's $16.2 
million budget. 

“We want to stress that this is 
not a tax increase and the fund- 
ing is very crucial to the finan- 
cial health of our schools,” 
Crawford AuSable Schools 
Superintendent Joe Powers said, 

The district is asking voters 
for a three-year renewal for the 
non-homestead tax.

Westland man arrested after pair of assaults 


A 38-year-old Westland man 
was atraigned on a dozen felony 
charges on Friday for repeatedly 
assaulting a Beaver Creck 
Township woman in her home 
while holding her captive. 

Cecil Allen Gugin was 
arraigned in Crawford County 
District Court on Friday for 
assaulting the woman. More 
charges are expected for assault- 
ing a friend who tried to come to

The Beaver Creek Township 
woman had asked Gugin to help 
fix her furnace some time last 
week, Crawford County Sheriff 
Kirk Wakefield said. 

Gugin then refused to leave the 
home and would not let the 
woman leave. Wakefield said that 
Gugin beat the woman after she 
refused his sexual advances, and 
threw several knives at her. 

Wakefield said that Elvis 
Johnson, another acquaintance of 
the woman, Iet himself into the 
home when he noticed them 
arguing through a window. The 
woman fled the home, and Gugin 
ran after her. When Johnson tried 
to intervene, Gugin struck him in 
the head with the butt of a shot- 
gun while the two were on the 
porch, Johnson then fled into the 
woods, and Gugin fired two 
shots in his direction. 

Gugin caught up to the 
woman, and drug her back into 
the home by her hair. 

Johnson was able to run to the 
front gate at the Weyerhacuser 


Corporation, where he called 91 | 


around | a.m. on Friday, Feb. 16. 
Upon arrival, Johnson told 
police that he had been assaulted 
at the home at 6208 Gaberdiel 
Road, which is located off of 
Four Mile Road just east of the 
Weyerhaeuser facility. 

Deputies responded to the 
home, and called the Northern 
Michigan Mutual Aid Task Force 
Swat Team to the scene. Police, 
however, learned that Gugin had 
fled the scene with the woman, 
and drove to Roscommon 
County, where Gugin’s mother 
lives, 

Gugin, who has a suspended 
driver’s license, forced the 
woman to drive the car while 
they were traveling in 
Roscommon County headed 
toward St. Helen. He later took 
over the wheel since the woman 
had sustained a broken arm dur- 
ing the beatings, Wakefield said. 

While police were (racking 
information, Gugin released the 
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989-348-7872. 


woman to go home while he 
stayed at his mother’s residence 
in Roscommon County. 

The woman was taken to 
Mercy Hospital Grayling when 
she arrived at her home. 

Deputies trom the 
Roscommon County Sheriff's 
Office were asked to secure 
Gugin at his mother’s home until 
Wakefield and Road Patrol Sgt. 
Randal Herman could get there 
and take him into custody. 

Gugin was charged on Friday 
with five counts of assault with 
intent to do great bodily harm 
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less than murder, assault with 
intent to murder, weapons-felony 
firearms, kidnapping, two counts 
of weapons-felony firearms, 
home invasion first-degree and 
weapons-firearms possession by 
a felon. 

Additional charges are pend- 
ing for the assault on Johnson, 
who was treated by ambulance 
personnel, but refused to be 
taken to the hospital for further 
care, Wakefield said. 

Gugin is being held in the 
Crawford County Jail in lieu of a 
$500,000 bond.

Improved, expanded free 
file tax program opens 


The Internal Revenue Service 
and its private-sector partners 
announced the opening of the 2007 
Free File program, The free tax 
preparation and electronic filing 
initiative begins its fifth year with 
more consumer-friendly features 
and expanded services for 
Spanish-speaking taxpayers. 

Seventy percent of the nation’s 
taxpayers ~ 95 million Americans - 
- qualify for Free File. In 
Michigan, 3.2 million — more than 
70% of all tax state filers — quali- 
fy to file online al no cost. 

This year, 20 companies will 
participate in the program run by 
the IRS and the Free File Alliance, 
a consortium of tax preparation 
software companies. The program 
is available only through IRS.gov. 

“The Free File program is better 
than cver this year,” said IRS 
spokesman Luis D, Garcta. “You 
have lots of companies to choose 
from and some arc offering state 
return preparation at no extra cost. 
Additionally, our Free File part- 
ners have streamlined the process 
no longer offer refund anticipation 
loans (RALs) and other ancillary 
products.” 

Among the changes and features 
of this year’s program: 

Seventy percent of the nation’s 
taxpayers — those with an adjusted 
gross income of $52,000 or less - 
are eligible for Free File. Each 
company sets its own criteria for 
who can use the service. 

Taxpayers will be able to use 
Free File to request the Telephone 


Excise Tax Refund, Taxpayers can 
cither request the standard amount, 
which ranges from $30-$60, or the 
actual amount. 

Two companies will offer Free 
File in Spanish. 

Participants will no longer offer 
refund anticipation loans (RALs) 
and other ancillary products. 

Some Alliance members are 
offering the state return for free. 

Taxpayers can use Free File to 
file a Form 4868, Application for 
Automatic Extension of Time to. 
File. . 
Free File Alliance members 
must meet the IRS’ high standards 
for security and privacy. The IRS 
does not endorse any particular 
member company. While the IRS 
manages the content of the Free 
File pages accessible on IRS.gov, 
it does not retain any taxpayer 
information entered on the Free 
File site. 

More than 3.9 million taxpayers 
used Free File last year. Free File 
debut was in 2003 with nearly 2.8 
million users. 

Taxpayers consistently give high 
marks to Free File in satisfaction 
surveys. According to Russell 
Research, a market research firm 
contracted by the IRS, 94 percent 
said they intend to use Free File 
again this year, 96 percent said 
they found Free File very easy or 
somewhat easy to use and 97 per- 
cent said they would recommend 
Free File to others. Convenience, 
not the free cost, was the most 
appealing factor of Free File. 
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Formidable also — are 
Republican conservatives, 
including the so-called 


“Christian right,’ a huge influ- 
ence in the Republican nominat- 
ing process. It’s almost a matter 
of conservative faith to distrust 
anything that comes from 
Massachusetts — although three 
other Republican governors pre- 
ceded Mr. Romney in the gover- 
nor’s chair there. 

Candidate Romney lately has 
been tailoring and showcasing 
his conservative side as often and 
as widely as he can, which also 
etches his differences from both 
Sen. McCain and Mr. Giuliani, 
generally considered more mod- 
erate Republicans, both of whom 
also seem to be bending their 
postures on several issues more 
to the conservative side. . 

Winning the White House is a 
two part process for any success- 
ful aspirant in either major party. 

For Republicans, first is win- 
ning the nomination. That’s diffi- 
cult without strong support from 
the conservative wing of the 
party. 

Second, and arguably much 


more important, is winning the 
general election, which usually is 
determined not by political 
extremists on either side, but by 
centrists and moderates. 

Democratic presidential hope- 
fuls face the same two-pronged 
dilemma, with “liberal” replacing 
“conservative” as necessary for 
Step No. 1, but detrimental to 
Step No. 2. Positions of 
Democratic candidates on many 
issues also often develop accord- 
ingly. 

* * * 

THERE’S A LONG way to go 
on the 2008 presidential trail, 
although time is moving swiftly. 

Other serious Republican can- 
didates, at least in their own 
intentions, include Sen. Sam 
Brownback of Kansas (who 
recently addressed Michigan’s

agreement. The State of 
Michigan has granted to the 
Greater Grayling Snowmobile 
Association thousands of ‘dollars 
to keep the right of way safe for 
the snowmobile riders as well as 
the Railroad Trainmen and 
Trackmen that operate over it 
daily. 

The railroad has had trouble in 
the past in that area with trespass- 
ing issues, Riding on the right of 
way is a violation of Michigan 
law as well as a safety issue for 
the Railway. We have agreed, in 
the spirit of commerce, to grant 
licenses so some of the right of 
way can be used for recreation 
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with the understanding that it is 
marked and protected. We 
receive little in the way of com- 
pensation for this privilege and 
crossing the rail with carbide 
snowmobile tracks and destroying 
switches is a cost to the railroad, 
No one likes to receive tickets 
for unintended violations but no 
one likes to end up in the hospital 
for not paying attention to well 
posted signs. Mr. Ketola could 
have chosen to tum around and 
found the trail, he chose not to, 
for his action he received a cita- 
tion. It is a shame that he blames 
the Grayling community for his 
lack of attention. Grayling has 
been a great place to vacation and 
one of the reasons is that they care 
about the safety of their visitors as 
well as the workers in their com- 
munity.

“As a piece of raw, political 
horse flesh, he may be one of the 
great talents of his generation:

account, a genuinely decent man. 
All of which — plus his personal 
fortune, reportedly in the hun- 
dreds of millions — makes him a 
formidable candidate for the 
Republican nomination.” 

There’s one other asset in Mitt 
Romney’s arsenal as a candidate: 
He tooks like a president.

An anonymous tip allowed 
police to break up a drug deal in 
the parking lot of a Grayling area 
business earlier this month.

“We have just over 3,000 
patients right now who cannot 
find a donor,” he said. “Hospitals 
check with us every morning in 
hope that some person was added 
to the registry during our drives 
that provides a match.” 

Bone marrow transplants are 
generally needed when a person 
contracts a blood disease such as 
leukemia.

ruling may open 
courts to more 
prisoner suits

Inmates in Michigan achieved 
a victory for their rights and 
have a better chance of using the 
courts to resolve complaints 
against the prison system, 
according to some legal experts. 

That's because of a case 
where a Michigan inmate sued 
to resolve problems he had with 
prison workers. The U.S. 
Supreme Court found the state's 
procedures for prisoner griev- 
ances to go to trial are too rigid. 

The. challenged standards 
required a prisoner with multi- 
ple grievances to attempt to 
resolve them through channels 


within the Department of 
Corrections. 
Only if the complaints 


remained unresolved could the 
inmate sue the state. 


However, if any of the com- : 


plaints had not gone. through the 
entire route, the presiding judge 
could throw out all of the com- 
plaints. . 

Under the new ruling, though, 
a judge can simply dismiss an 
individual complaint, instead of 
the entire case. 

Some lawyers called the deci- 
sion a victory for prisoner rights 
and justice. 

Elizabeth Alexander, the 
director of the ACLU's National 
Prison Project in Washington, 
said, "This is particularly 
important in Michigan, as there 
are massive problems in the 
Michigan corrections system." 


Alexander said. that in an 
| ACLU’ study of almost 500 pris- 
ti! a ay aera Pa 


oner complaint cases, only 10 
were heard under the old rules, 
and with this decision, more 
may be heard. 

“Had they lost, it would have 
made it almost impossible for 
them to get their cases heard,” 
and added, "The courthouse 
door is just a little more ajar 
today.” 

Erica Eisinger, director of 
clinical education at Wayne 
State University Law School 
and an expert on prisoner litiga- 
tion agreed with Alexander. 

The decision overruled the 
6th Circuit U.S. Court of 
Appeals, which handles 
Michigan cases. 

Eisinger said the decision sur- 
prised her as "it's very, very rare 
that the court will say ‘we're 
expanding the possibility of liti- 
gation by prisoners." 

The ruling provoked skepti- 
cism as well. 

Rusty Hill, press secretary to 
Attorney Gen. Mike Cox, said 
the decision was a minor one 
and won't be widely felt in 
Michigan's courts. 

"Because it's about process 
and not merits, we don't think it 
will really change future law- 
suits or the number of them," he 
said. 

Hill emphasized that the 
Supreme Court upheld the 
State's requirement that inmates 
use departmental’ methods 
before suing. 

"If we had lost that, then there 
would have been an avalanche 
of lawsuits that would overwork 
the courts."

Overusing toothpaste and

Michigan Avenue project slated to begin in August

Development Corporation — to 
help pay for water, sewer and 
street upgrades in the downtown 
business district for the project. 
A (total of $224,100 of the 
project wilt be paid for through a 
special assessment levied on 
downtown business owners, 


based on the amount of property 


they own fronting Michigan 
Avenue. 

The remaining funds will be 
paid from the city’s water fund, 
sewer fund, major streets fund, 
income tax fund and general 
fund. 

City officials shelved plans to 
levy a millage on downtown 
property owners, expand the 
DDA district or garner more tax 
revenue and sell bonds to save 
on the long term costs of the

project, 

“We are hoping that the 
Michigan Avenue project will be 
a catalyst for us to start looking 
at other projects so we are going 
to have to look at other ways to 
finance them,” said Grayling 
City Manager Thayer. 

City officials will be explain- 
ing the details for the special 
assessment at the meeting. 
Thayer said that business owners 
will be given the flexibility to 
pay tax assessments off in one 
year or over a period of 12 years. 

“We don’t want the project to 
put too much of a bite on any- 
one's business at one time,” he 
said. 

Construction downtown = is 
expected to begin on Aug. 1, 
avoiding the start of the summer 
tourism season and the AuSable 
River Canoc Marathon festival. 

“Is ready to go and we're 
delaying the start of everything 
until after the Fourth of July and 
the AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon Festival,” Thayer said. 
“When the fall season comes, 
we're going to have a nice, clean 
and crisp looking downtown and 


we will have everything done.” 

City and DDA officials will 
also be educating business own- 
ers on a facade improvement 
offered by the Crawford 
County’s Economic 
Development Loan program. Up 
to $7,500 loans are being made 
available on the condition that 
the property owner invests 25 
percent of the amount loaned 
into the facade upgrades: The 
loan repayments are deferred for 
five years. The county has ear- 
marked $75,000 for facade 
improvement projects. 

Thayer said city officials are 
particularly urging businesses 
who have ground supports for 
their existing facades to consider 
taking advantage of the program. 
City officials are encouraging 
business owners to anchor their 
facades to outside walls of their 
business so that the integrity of 
the brick paved sidewalks will 
not be disrupted if existing 
facade ground supports need to 
be replaced in the future. 

“If business owners are con- 
sidering changing their facades, 
the time to make those changes 


is now,” Thayer said. 

The Grayling City Council 
will hold a public hearing at its 
Monday, March 12 meeting in 
order to.declare the public neces- 
sily for the streetscape project. 

Pete Ingvarsson, chairman of 
the DDA, said that over 80 per- 
cent of the downtown business 
property owners have signed 
petitions supporting the commu- 
nity enhancement plans. 

“This is not a dream anymore 
and we’re moving toward that 
Aug. | date and are ready to get 
this thing going,” Ingvarsson 
said. 

A second public hearing will 
be held at the city council’s 
Monday, April 9 meeting, when 
city officials will authorize the 
preparation for the  speciai 
assessment tax rolls, 

Bids for the projects will then 
be sought. Thayer said construc- 
tion firms have been aggressive- 
ly seeking jobs for the upcoming 
construction season, anticipating 
a decline in state road work, 

“Hopefully, that will work in 
our favor and we will get a better 
bid for the project,” Thayer said. 


MDOT to invest $120 million in 
Northern Lower Michigan during 2007 


The Michigan Department of 
Transportation's (MDOT) recent- 
ly approved 2007-11 Five Year 
Transportation Program will pro- 
vide millions of dollars in trans- 
portation improvements — to 
Northern Lower Michigan again 
this year. According to state 
transportation officials, the 2007 
construction season will bring a 
$120 million investment to the 
region. The 2007 plan includes: 
$35 million in road rehabilitation 
and reconstruction projects, $2] 
million in Capital Preventive 
Maintenance (plus an additional 
$32 million for routine mainte- 
nance), $2 million for passing- 
relief lanes, and another $10 mil- 
lion for other modes of trans- 
portation, 

“This year, we will meet our 
2007 pavement condition goal of 
having 90 percent of roads and 
bridges in good condition,” said 
North Region Engineer Brian 
Ness. “We have focused our 
efforts on this goal since 1997, in 
order to improve the tourism 
experience and enhance the eco- 
nomic activity of the region, Our 
continued investments — will 


ensure that our infrastructure 
does not deteriorate to the extent 
that our system was at a decade 
ago.”
